mercial... F.C.C. Ballarat Test Gardens 1947. 0.80 
ALL GLORY (Yoon). Bright orange with purple blotch deep in the throat, Heavily ruffled.

SURPRISE (Moore). Orange and slate smoky. Very tall and vigorous and a strong com- 
mercial, with a light almost lemon throat, a lively smoky and a pleasant change from dull 


overall smokes. .30 
ORIENTAL PEARL (Carlson). A huge creain destined for blue ribbons, plain huge florets, 
good placemeut and opens well. .80 


RADIENT (rry), Flame Scarlet, tall and attractive. Opens up to ten. .60 


RIALGAR (Erry). Glowing apricot shading to rich chrome yellow. If you can feed and water 
well, this is the goods. .50
